they expressed no doubtful feelings 
when, you did- not favor unconditional 
SOT render.

might be taken under your influence 
at Ihe conference, and it will be most 
unfortunate if any Jack o 
<! harmony 


should gxist in adjusting th-- cla:ms of 
the Alhes, who have borne the great 
burden of the war for our sakes'as 
well as for their own." 


It is because of the poss bility that 


the step tbe President has tielermined 
to take may entail the loss of the good 
will and friendship of the great na- 
tions to which we have been- allied 
during the war, rather than any polit- 
ical considerations involved, that the 
public at large is very properly dis- 
posed to agree thai. Attorney Cadwal- 
arter's objections are well take'n, aside 
from the legal grounds upon which he 
has based them.
